Migratory Labor Camps | 
Expected To Be In The | 
Hands Of Local Folks 


The Labor Committee of the 

Florida Vegetable Committee | 
met in the City Hall yesterday | 
afternoon and by its action the 
FVC will continue its efforts| 
to secure the farm labor camps 
in the three counties for the 
benefit of the farmers of the 
several communities. 
The government must cease 
operation of the camps on Sep- 
tember 30th, and althoügh the 
method of the physical trans- 
fer is still in doubt, it is as- 
sumed that local groups will 
have use-lease authority over 
the camps and will operate 
them from the Ist of October 
pending actual title to them. 

Pahokee, Belle Glade and| 
Pompano have wired the Gov 
ernor that they have organized 
Housing Authorities under state 
laws ready to take over the 
camps, and Dade county is 
likewise writing that appropri- 
ate authorities are ready to 
take over the operation of the 
camps. 

Inhabitants of the camps may 
expect the announcement of à 
definite policy of operation be 
fore the expiration of the go 
ernment’s authority on Sep- 
tember. 30th. One thing defi-| 
nite is that the rents will be 
higher than they now are, in| 
order to make the camps self- 
supporting.
